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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are 
not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 



Specification 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1 .71 (a): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the 
manner and process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, 
and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or 
discovery appertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same. 

The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 (a) because the written 
portion of the specification teaches a permanent magnet (7) and a plastic pipe bushing 
(8); while, Figure 1 shows what appears to be a plurality of alternating permanent 
magnets (7) and plastic pipe bushings (8). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph for the reasons given 
above in the objections under 37 CFR 1 .71 . 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in 
the cited patents. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-4 have numerous grammatical errors and are so vague and indefinite 
and confusing that the metes and bounds of claims can not be determined. 
Furthermore, most of the elements claimed in claims 1-4 fail to have any structural 
relationship with one another. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schoepe 
who discloses a magnetic water treatment system (10) comprising a pipe surrounded by 
a plurality of magnet (30a-d) alternating with a plurality of plastic spacers (41). 

See Figs 1, 2 and 6.
